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With a department of agriculture 
forecast this week that a 14,605,- 
000 bale cotton crop is in pros- 
pect for this year, a figure that 
practically assures acreage con- 
trols for next year, farm organiza- 
tions, cotton organization repre- 
sentatives and politicians increas- 
ed their jockeying for position in 
the controversy concerning how 
much acreage cut, where, and over 
what period of time. 

A statement on the entire situ- 


ation was released yesterday by 
Harold Pomeroy, of Bakersfield, 


president of the Western Cotton 
Growers’ association, who. said. 
there is a strong belief that at the 
next session of congress, southern 
and southeastern cotton growers 
will seek a change in impending 
drastic cuts in cotton acreage: 


Mr. Pomeroy gave this opinion 
in a report to California cotton 
growers on the three month battle 
for equitable acreage allotments 
fer California which the Western 
Cotton Growers association has 
carried on in Washington. In ad- 
dition to a full time representa- 
tive the association had delega- 
tions of growers and industry rep- 
resentatives in the nation’s capi- 
tal seeking relief for California 
cotton growers from the present 
outmoded law. 


“We first proposed that the old 
five year average formula (1947- 
752) does not adequately reflect 


| 
recent shifts and trends towards 


the southwest, be changed to a 
three year average 
and that in any event no state be 
cut more than 25% in 1954,” Mr. 
Pomeroy said. 


“After the Chicago meeting of 
the American Farm Bureau Feder-

“With the crop estimate this 
week of 14,605,000 bales, quotas 
and allotments are, barring un- 
foreseen events, practically a cer- 
tainty. This means, under the 
|present law, a national] allotment 
jof around 17,500,000 acres. It 
is probable that this prospect will 
cause the southeast to propose that 
the national allotment be raised 
by changing the law. 

“If they do propose such a 
change we have two courses of 
action.

WHEAT GROWERS SHOULD VOTE 


For the first time since 1942, wheat growers are faced-with the 
problem of surplus and with the problem of deciding, by referendum 
vote, what they want to do about it. a 

Under provisions of the 1938 agricultural adjustment act the 
secretary of agriculture has been forced to establish marketing re- 
strictions — wheat acreage in the nation has been cut from 78 
million acres this year to 62 million next year. 

If two-thirds of the nation’s wheat growers favor marketing 
quotas in their voting tomorrow, support price will be held at 90 per 
cent of parity; if the vote is unfavorable, parity drops tot 50 per 


‘cent. 


Which, in effect, gives farmers the choice between greater gov- 
ernment control and greater economic risk, with less government con- 
trol. 

As the experts see the situation, several factors have contributed 
to the present wheat surplus: Other nations that need wheat do not 
have the money to buy it; the world is catching up on shortages creat- 
ed by World War II; movement in world markets is hampered by the 
fact that price supported wheat is now about 40 cents a bushel above 
world market. . 

Then there is the fact that the American people are using less 
wheat flour per capita — 211 pounds as an average in 1910 compar- 
ed to only 180 pounds per capita at present, plus the fact that far- 
mers are constantly increasing production efficiency. 

It is likely that wheat growers will give the necessary two-thirds 
vote to marketing quotas, but there must be a better way — possibly 
flexible price supports that would tend to discourage surplus produc- 
tion; possibly the aid-trade program that is proposed to help other 
nations buy American wheat; possibly the development of new uses 
for wheat. 

But as of now, it behooves every Tulare county wheat. farmer 


|to voice his opinion by ballot in the referendum tomorrow.
